The Rothschilds Refuse to Take 
Part in Issuing; a U. S. 
Loan. 



London, Deo. 27. — The Duke of Bed- 
ford, in declining an invitation ton meet- 
ing in the interest of the Armenians, on 
the ground that funds would only pro- 
long their misery by encouraging them 
in a hopeless struggle, spoke as follows: 

" Nothing but armed intervention 
could extricate them from their miserable 
plight. We have just received a threat 
of war from the United States. Would 
the change of front in American opinion 
have been bo sudden and complete 
if all England's resources had been 
required lor an impending struggle in 
Europe, We can safely assume that 
President Cleveland was unexpectedly 
surprised to find European sympathy 
wholly on the side of England. In view 
of the jealousy of France and Russia to- 
ward England and the American threat 
that any attempt at armed intervention 
in Armenia is doomed to failure, I can- 
not partake in any movement tending to 
push the government into a policy 
fraught with so much danger." 

The lSeilin correspondent of the Daily 
News warns people against attaching 
too much credence to reports that Rus- 
sia will support President Cleveland. 
" The relations between the Russian and 
English courts," continues the corres- 
pondent, "are much more cordial than 
under Alexander Ill's reign ; besides the 
great affection of the Dowager Czarina 
for the Princess of Wales, the 
Czarina is greatly attached to the Queen. 
Under n despotic government these 
personal relations are all-important, and 
Russia has no reason to be pleased at 
any increase of America's power." 

A Constantinople despatch to the 
Chronicle says: "It is rumored that 
the Rothschilds have agreed to advance 
to Turkey two million pounds sterling 
against a new lax of two piastres per 
case on petroleum." 

A despatch received in Paris from St. 
Petersburg says that the Russian minis- 
ter for foreign affairs, Prince Lobanoff 
Restovsky, in discussing the situation 
of Armenia is reported to have said: 
'• If invited by till the powers, or at 
least three of them, of which Great 
Britain must be one, Russia would be 
able to pacifically administer the dis- 
turbed province of Anatolia; but the 
Czar must be assured of the support of 
Europe." 

The Capetown correspondent of the 
Times, with refereace to the struggle of 
foreigners in the Transvaal to obtain 
equal rights with the Boers, says that 
the British and American ii. habitants 
are supporting each other. 

The Times says in its financial article 
that it understands the Rothschilds have 
decided not to take any part in an issue 
of American bonds. 

The general committee of the Ameri- 
can society will send out :\ circular to- 
night to its members worded as follows: 
"A meeting will be held at the Cannon 
Street hotel at -1 o'clock on Monday 
afternoon, for the purpose of considering 
an expression by resolution, of the earn- 
est hope nnd confident expectation that 
all existing differences between England 
and the United States will be harmon- 
iously and amicably settled." 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Struj^lc Between Street Railway Company 
and Winnipeg s Aldermen -Eire and 
Windstorm at Lethbridge 

WiVNii'KO, Dee. 27.— (Special)— Chan. 
Chamberlain, who was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for three years at Stoney 
Mountain last year for impersonation at 
the Dominion election here, has been 
released. 

The street railway company, it is un- 
derstood, will flatly refuse to carry out 
the city council's demands as to the run- 
ning of cars, and an interesting legal 
struggle is promised. 

Lethbridge was visited, by a heavy 
windstorm yesterday and several build- 
ings were unroofed. 

The ranche of J. Neierd, near Leth- 
bridge, was burned yesterday. Loss, 
$2,000.

Johns Brothers' comfortable and well 
ippointed hall over their fine new gro- 
cery at the coiner of Douglas street and 
King's road, last night was the scene of 
another gathering in the interest of the 
movement to prevent the representation 
of this city and province in the Dominion 
government. The meeting was called to 
order about 8 :20 and lasted for two hours 
and a half. It was quite free from in- 
terruptions, such of the electors who had ' 
attended without being sympathisers 
with the movement listening in polite 
silence to the more or less ingenious ar- 
guments and plausible declarations of 
the leaders of Liberalism wdio had been 
invited to speak. 

Mr. W. J. Dwyer took the chair, on 
motion of Mr. William Marchant, and 
Hon. A. N. Richards entering later was 
invited to a seat on the platform. The 
chairman called first for Dr. G. L. 
Milne. 

Dr, Milne proceeded to deal with the 
tariff. He explained that Mr. Mackenzie 
when in office did not favor free trade, 
hut rather "a revenue tariff as we 
advocate to-day," and only beeausc of 
the sins of his predecessors had to in- 
crease the customs taxation from 15 to 
17,'.j per cent. Mr. Laurier, he claimed, 
has really not had a different trade 
policy for each succeeding year, and he 
read from a speech of that gentleman 
lately delivered at Walkerville the de- 
claration that the manufacturers have 
nothing to fear from the Liberals. He, 
however, then proceeded to argue 
that the National Policy is legisla- 
tion " for the classes against the 
masses." He declared that "the duty 
on iron amounts !o the original cost of 
the iron in England, and our foundries 
are suffering in that particular " ; ana 
while declaring that raw materials 
should be admitted free censured the 
government because Canadian manufac- 
turers who have paid duty on their raw 
material are given a rebate of the duty 
on such materials as they send abroad 
after manufacture. The object of this 
arrangement is to enable Canadians to 
compete with foreign manufacturers 
abroad, and sell there goods made in 
Canada with Canadian labor though the 
raw material comes from foreign coun- 
tries. Dr. Milne, however, disapproves 
of this plan of increasing the work to be 
done in Canada. 

AGAINST THE STEAMSHIPS. 

Dr. Milne's next subject of complaint 
was the subsidy which has led to 
the establishment of the steamship ser- 
vice between Victoria and Australia, 
alleging that the farmers are "paying 
through the horn for the benefit of the 
farmers of Australia," to enable them 
to buy machinery made in Canada, and 
other manufactures of this Dominion. 
He based his complaint mainly on the 
allegation that the steamship service 
permits of the. importation ol the pro- 
duce of Australia (7,000 miles away ! | to 
compete with the farmers of the Do- 
minion, and for documentary evidence 
he read a letter from Montreal showing 
how a grocery firm there praise the Aus- 
tralian rabbits ! I That letter, he said, 
was read in North Ontario by the Patron 
candidate, " who is not a Liberal." 

NOW AGAINST KKCIPBOCITY. 

He also denounced the government 
because they permit to remain on the 
statute book an offer of reciprocity with 
the United States; and further, because 
they have in contemplation a reciprocity 
treaty with New Zealand whereby that 
colony will admit free of duty— when 
coming from Canada— certain articles 
now largely imported from the United 
States and elsewhere, but which might 
just as well go from Canada by the 
steamers sailing from Vancouver and 
Victoria; and in return the Dominion 
will admit free of duty certain articles 
wh'.ch it may be to the advantage of 
Canada to import from New Zealand. 

APPROVES OK m'sHANE. 

The Doctor next congratulated the 
Liberals of Victoria upon the election of 
" Jimmy " McShane (who was dismiss- 
ed from the government of Quebec, 
along with Mercier, wdien they were 
caught red-handed in boodling). Dr. 
Milne thought Mr. Laurier, too, ought 
to be congratulated on securing such a 
man as one of his supporters ; and apro- 
pos of this event he read from a speech 
by the Liberal leader to the electors of 
that constituency lust week, when Mr. 
Laurier in effect assured his Roman 
Catholic hearers that if they would only 
support him their friends in Manitoba 
would get their school rights through 
amicable arrangement with his friends 
the Liberal government in Manitoba, 
instead of receiving the measure of jus- 
tice through constitutional procedure 
under t he direction of the present Con- 
servative government. 

" RUNNING A WINDMILL." 
Aid. Maomillan followed as an advocate 
of purity in public affairs and against 
what he called " coercion " in provincial 
matters. He is a Liberal, he said, be- 
cause his father and grandfather were ; 
and he told of several noted places where 
his ancestors have been, including Wind- 
mill Point. He told, also, how no good 
thing can he expected from the public 
men of Canada since the construction of 
the. Canadian Pacific Hy. and the intro- 
duction of the national policy, and com-

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Pec,. 27.— Further reports 
of burglaries are coming in.

The 
jewellery was in a trunk in an upstairs 
bedroom.

Shaw. Max Golden's store was 
robbed of cigars, cigarettes and tobacco.

C. ,T. McLelland's house, Hast- 
ings street, was enteied and a lady's 
gold wateli stolen. The Fader & Bux- 
ton robberies, already chronicled, and 
the Nesbit anil auction room raids!

one raid. The thefts were well exe- 1 
cuted, and the gang were evidently led 
by someone who knew every "crib" 
that was to be cracked, and knew by 
1 sight the people in it. 

A meeting of the ratepayers associa- 
tion was held last night.

" Are you in favor of exemption of taxes 
on improved land?" Mayor Collins an- 
swered " no " to each question. 

The funeral of Walter H. Steves, who 
was killed by a falling tree, took place 
yesterday and was largely attended. The 
deceased leaves a wif(! and child. Mr. 
Steves came originally from New Bruns- 
wick. 

News iias been received from Wat- 
ford, Ont., of the death of the father of 
Mr. George H. Cowan, barrister, Van- 
couver. 

A fallen tree was blown across the 
track in front of the incoming Pacific 
express on Christmas day. The engi- 
neer acted promptly; the air breaks 
worked perfectly, and the train was 
brought to a standstill in front of the 
tree. 

Alderman Queen appeared before the 
police magistrate this morning charged 
by ex-Serg ant Hayward with using 
abusive language on the public streets. 
The ease was remanded, 

The big dredger at Lytton is now 
working up the river. A trial was made 
of the pumps before it was moved to its 
working position.

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, Dec. 27. — An at- 
tempt was made by a lire bug to set the 
Westminster lumber mills on (ire early 
yesterday morning. The watchman 
discovered the incipient blaze and ■ 
tinguished it. 

ROSSLAND. 

(Prom the Rossland Minor.) 

The new compressor of the Center 
Star was put in motion this week and is 
now in perfect running order, supplying 
power to three Ingersoll-Sargeant drills 
with reserve for four more. It is cer- 
tainly not unreasonable to suppose tin; 
Center Star will have 250,000 tons of ore 
in sight by August worth not far from 
$5,000,000. 

The seriousness of the ore blockade 
which has existed at Rossland for three 
weeks is not fully understood or appre- 
ciated. The three shipping mines, the 
War Eagle, he Hoi and Josie, have not 
been able to realize a dollar on their out- 
put during that period. The trouble has 
caused the War Eagle and Josie to shut 
down except in the prosecution of de- 
velopment work, since they have no 
adequate bina or sheds for the storing of 
ore, while the Le Roi has taken out its 
usual tonnage, which has been put un- 
der cover at, considerable expense. Many 
miners have been thrown out of employ- 
ment for the time being, ami both the 
War Bugle and Le Roi have been pre- 
vented from paying handsome divi- 
dends. 

FORT STEELE. 
(From the Fori Steele Prospector.) 
A property on which considerable 
work is being done this winter, consists 
of two claims, the name of one being the 
Wynnstay, situate in the Rockies on the 
east side of the valley, about three miles 
'north from where Ifilk river leaves the 
.mountains. It is from three to live feet 
(in width, containing malachite, chalco- 
eite and copper pyrites, with iron oxides 
and carbonates on both walls; an aver- 
age assay gives $4 in gold, 8 ounces in 
silver arid 37 per cent, copper. They 
expect to have about 250 tons ready for 
shipment in the spring. It is thought 
that it will be worth at least $80 per ton. 

The Gold Hill, an immense body of 
mineral, discovered in July by II. L. 
Amine and Chas. Elwood, is located on 
Boulder creek, a tributary of Wild Horse 
creek. The ledge is a gold-bearing 
quartz about 100 feet in width, anil is 
exposed the entire length on three sides, 
and rises up the mountain by a series of 
layers or steps some 12 to 20 feet in 
height. Some 3,000 square feet of the 
ledge has been sampled, and the assays 
show that it. will average $3.90 to the 
ton. A strip of some (10 feet in the 
centre assays as high as $8 to the ton. 

Mr. Derosicrs, from Tobacco Plains, 
reports that the wagon road is complet- 
ed some 22 miles, making a good thirteen 
foot road as far as Elk river. The con- 
tingent from the Plains put in a bridge 
too feet in length at Elk river, and now 
we have direct communication with 
Montana. . 

The Big Three mines are situated east 
of Wild Horse creek, some two miles 



from the forks. The Sweepstakes, lo- 
cated by Charles Elwood; Maud S, by 
II. L. Arme, and the Nancy claims have 
the lartreBt vein of mineral'discovered in 
this district. The vein is 400 feet in 
width, and can be traced for a distance 
of -1,000 feet. 

A number of settlers from Nebraska 
and Texas have taken up land at Tobacco 
Plains and will put in a large ditch for 
irrigation. 

Captain Armstrong is building a large 
steamboat at Libby, Montana, to run 
between Jennings and Port Steele. There 
will be three, and possibly four, steam- 
boats plying on the upper Kootenay next 
summer. 

The Nip and Tuck placer claim on 
Wild Horse creek, lately purchased by 
Mr. Foster, has been leased to an Am- 
erican syndicate for ten years. 

The North Star has about 1,200 tons 
on the dump, which will be hauled Lo 
the Kootenay river ready for shipment 
in the spring. 

R. L. T. Galbraith has sold his interest 
in the Moyea group to a Montreal syndi- 
cate. 

James Brady, of the Thunder Hill 
Mining company, is examining the pro- 
perty as to future operations. 




Yesterday a sitting of the court of 
revision under the assessment act was 
held by Mr. S. Perry Mills, judge of re- 
vision.' Quite a number of appeals for 
reductions were made, the largest 
granted being that of the Settlers' Loan 
& Trust Co., reduced from if 107, 550 per- 
sonal property to $90,700; and the Law 
Union & Crown Insurance Co. from 
$271,000 to $201,000. An important 
point arose in regard to the assessment 
of the Bank of British Columbia. The 
bank has several millions on deposit and 
the question is whether the bank could 
be compelled to disclose the names of 
depositors and amounts to their credit, 
so that the depositors could be assessed 
for personal property. Judgment was 
reserved on this point. The court sits 
again to-day. 

Two assault cases were disposed of in 
the city police court yesterday, the one 
— a hold-over from Christinas eve — be- 
ing dismissed, as the trouble appeared 
to be nothing more than a general bar- 
room quarrel. The second case was a 
more serious one, Michael Manett and 
George Muggi being shown to have laid 
in wait for a fellow-countryman against 
whom they believed they had a griev- 
ance, and administered a severe beat- 
ing. Each was lined $20 or in default 
two months at hard labor.

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Sir C. H. Tapper at Lachine on the Respec- 
tive Positions of the Government 
and the Opposition. 

In the course of a speech delivered a 
few days since at Lachine, Sir C. H, 
Tapper, referring to the Manitoba 
school question, said that the Conserva- 
tive party did not ask that, it should be 
thrown into the federal arena; Uiey did 
not make it a political question ; but 
they were at the helm of atl'airs when it 
was thrust upon them, and when their 
opponents said they must take a stand, 
unequivocal and certain, with regard to 
it.

froi iifi to solve tin? question, and that 
right soon. (Cheers.) Who dragged 
the matter into the political arena? The 
men who blew hot and cold ; the men 
who were in one direction to-day and 
another to-morrow; the men who, when 
the first bye-elections took place, after 
M:«roli, hid (heir heads and skulked in 
their tents. 

Sir Charles referred to Mr. Laurier'a 
proposition regarding a commission, and 
(pioted from the Liberal leader's speeches 
to show that he did not believe in com- 
missions, except ."8 a means of putting 
oil' the evil day. There was no one, con- 
tended Sir Charles, who could say that 
the government was not pledged up to 
the handle to introduce and enact reme- 
dial legislation on the lines of the reme- 
dial order of March last. Having quoted 
from tin; divergent speeches of Sir Rich- 
ard Cart.wright in Curd well, on Tuesday 
and Wednesday last, he said that the 
remedial order stood from March to 
July, and none of the Liberal supporters 
ever dared to indict the government for 
having passed it. The Conservatives 
came out of that session with many a 
growl and criticism ; but this commis- 
sion was opening the eyes of a good 
many people, and, coupled with' the 
language of Sir Richard Cartwright, it 
meant good-bye to remedial legislation, 
so far as the Liberals were concerned in 
the Ottawa House of Commons.

OPPOSITION ELECTION YARNS 



The Grits are doing all they can to in- 
duce Conservatives to support their ex- 
ceedingly gritty candidate. Some of 
their electioneering agents are try i utr to 
convince electors who are not well posted 
in the Manitoba school question that the 
Government proposes to pass a law 
which will make every school in Manitoba 
a sectarian school. To use their own 
expressive phrase, they are going to 
shove sectarian schools down the throats 
of the Protestants of Manitoba. 

It is needless to say that the Govern- 
ment does not propose to do anything of 
the kind. They have not the remotest 
intention of altering the schools sup- 
ported and used by the Protestant 
majority in the slightest particular. 
Those schools will be for all lime to 
come exactly what the majority 
choose to make them. No otic de- 
sires to interfere with them in 
the very least. They can make their 
schools secular or sectarian, denomina- 
tional or undenominational, religious or 
non-religious. All that tliev ask is that 
the Roman Catholic minority shall have 
schools of their own , such as they bail 
for nineteen years in Manitoba and lor 
a great many more years in Ontario; 
and such schools as tin; Protestant 
minority have in the Province of Quebec. 
No school of any kind is to bo shoved 
down a Manitoban Protestant's throat, 
and it is not sought to make any change 
in the schools of Manitoba's majority. 

Again, it is said by the canvassers 
that the Government are going to set up 
in Manitoba a system of inefficient 
schools, poorly equipped and taught by 
men aad women not qualified for their 
business. This, too, is both untrue and 
absurd. The Government of Manitoba 
is not asked to set up bad schools, and it 
would be the fault of the Government if 
they allowed bad schools to exist in the 
province. That Government must have 
control of any system of schools in that 
province which is established by law and 
towards whoso maintenance the public 
money is given.

that for his repeated offences he had 
sentence of civil disqualification passed 
upon him by the Court of Review. 

The record shows that Mr. McShane, 
wdiile a member of the Legislature or 
the Government, received from J. P. 
Whelan, contractor for the Quebec court

The Monetary Times, a non-political 
paper, a week ago, when the Times was 
strenuously denying that Col. Prior was 
a Cabinet Minister, knew all about the 
appointment, and noticed it. in the fol- 
lowing complimentary terms: 

" Col. Prior has been appointed Comp- 
troller of Customs. Unlike the late 
occupant of this office, M r. Clark Wal- 
lace, he will not be outside the Cabinet. 
While there is no doubt of bis ability to 
till the position, he owes his appoint- 
ment to the fact that British Columbia 
was the only Province of the Dominion 
without a representative in the Cabinet. 
To the demand that this exception 
should cease to exist, the Premier has 
yielded. In a speech made in the Senate 
last session, be admitted the necessity 
of till parts of the country being repre- 
sented in the Cabinet; but he did so in 
an apologetic tone, as if desirous of mak- 
ing a distinction between the different 
parts of the country and the provinces. 
This accounts for the dignity of Cabinet 
membership, previously withheld, now 
being added to the office of Comptroller 
of Customs, We have seen that an out- 
side member of the Government can, on 
occasion, assume a position of opposition 
to the policy of his colleagues, which 
would not be permitted to a member of 
the Cabinet. This may have been felt 
as one reason for the change."

Hope Expressed That She Got Away 
Safely and Sailed for 
Honolulu. 



Estimate of Salvage Claims Against 
the " Strathnevis " Which Is 
Now at Taconia. 



What could possibly have happened to 
the steamship Miowera that she should 
have parted so suddenly with the Strath- 
nevis after towing her for five days 
still causes no small amount of anxiety. 
That she should have temporarily 
dropped such a valuable prize so near 
port might be reasonably accounted for 
through stress of weather, but it does 
not seem by any means clear to many 
why the Miowera did not reappearwhen 
the storm had abated. The agents of 
the vessel here place every confidence in 
Captain Stott and the seaworthiness 
of his ship. It miglit be possible, they 
think, for the Miowera and Strathnevis 
to lose sight of one another 
on a dark night in a storm 
off the Cape. Besides, all the vessel's 
lines had been broken during her previ- 
ous endeavors to convey the disabled 
Strathnevis to safety. Her agents, 
therefore, think she has proceeded to 
Honolulu, she having no lumber or 
other cargo that would be likely to shift 
in a storm. As for the scarcity of coal 
reported by the Strathnevis the agents 
say that she carries a 42-day supply, as 
it is not customary for her to coal until 
Sydney is readied. A Vancouver dis- 
patch to the Colonist says : 

Wm. Brown, agent of the Canadian 
and Australian line, has wired : "After 
proceeding to Port Townsend and mak- 
ing an investigation, from all the data I 
have gathered I am of opinion that the 
Miowera is all right and on her way to 
Honolulu. The Strathnevis ,vill be 
liable for $175,000 salvage." 

J. E. Macrae, local agent of the North- 
ern Pacific Co., was last evening advised 
that the Strathnevis had left Port Towns- 
end for Tncoma at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon in order to secure better 
anchorage. 

Port Townsend, Dee. 27.— (Special) — 
From present indications the steamship l 
Strathnevis will, it is said, be asked 
through admiralty courts to pay a salv- | 
age of $'250,01)0. which is slightly less '< 
than one-third of the value of the ship, 
and cargo. The charterers of the Mio- 
wera, the Canadian-Australian Steam- j 
ship Co., have sent their representative i 
(Mr. Brown) here to ascertain the par- 
ticulars of the service rendered to the 
Strathnevis by the Australian liner, and j 
he now, it is said, contemplates, on be- j 
half of the officers and crew of that i 
steamship, libelling the Stratnevis for 
$150,000. 

If the Miowera is lost, and in view of 
the decisions rendered in similar cases 
in some of the American Admiralty 
courts, some lawyers contend that there i 
is a serious question as to whether in i 
the absence of the crew and steamer 
Miowera the charterers or agents of the 
vessel can maintain an action for sal- 
vage. Even though salvage was award- 1 
ed, if the Miowera is lost there would be | 
no crew or steamer to claim the award. 

The steamer Mineola is under a time 
charter to the Southern Pacific Railway 
Co., which will probably contend that 
neither the crew nor the vessel itself are 
entitled to any compensation for ser- 
vices rendered. That ia the intimation 
thrown out by a dispatch received from 
San Francisco. However, the Southern 
Pacific company will ask not less than 
$1110,000 for salvage in behalf of the 
Mineola. Her charterers, however, seem 
to think that she has in fact earned more 
compensation than the Miowera and may 
increase their demand for salvage.

Kobe 12th December, 6 a.m., and arrived 
at Yokohama on the 13th December, at 
9 a.m. ; moderate winds and fine clear 
weather was experienced on the China 
coast. Left Yokohama Mth December 
at 1 p.m.; stormy westerly gales pre- 
vailed throughout the passage. The 
meridian was crossed on tbe 20th. 
Passed Cape Carmanah at - p.m. on the 
27th, and arrived at Victoria, B.C., at 
11 a.m. The steamship brought a big 
load of general freight. That for Vic- 
toria kept all the steamer's hatches open 
until a late hour last night. 
As passengers the Victoria brought 
P. S. Emerson, of Vancouver, who has 
just completed a business tour through 
the Orient ; two American prospectors 
who have been working about Seoul 
with, it is said, poor results; Mr. Yu- 
kimo and wife, of Tacoma ; Miss Smith, 
whose present destination is San Fran- 
cisco; Col. BurnolT, who had charge of 
some Russian regiments at Vladivostock : 
and Lieut. E. Lyndy, a representative of 
the Danish government who has also 
been in Vladivostock. Col. BurnolT is on 
his way home to St. Petersburg and will 
go via England. Besides these the 
steamer brought 35 Chinese and 27 Jap- 
anese passengers. 

THE " TRANSIT " SAILS. 

The steamer Transit was to have left 
Seattle on her second trip to Central 
American ports at noon yesterday with 
a cargo that surpasses the last, both in 
bulk and in value. In fact, as much 
cargo as it was thought safe for the ves- 
sel to carry was put on. A cargo was 
ready for the vessel long before her re- 
turn to port , and many applications for 
freightage bad' to be declined. Cargo 
was only accepted for Acajutla, the 
principal Pacific port of Mexico; for San 
.lose, the principal port of Guatemala 
and Central America, and La Libertad, 
the principal port of San Salvador. The 
cargo consists of •_ , 7,U")li packages, and 
the value put upon it on the manifest 
foots up $10,792.22. 

" Kingston's " movkmknts. 

The steamer City of Kingston was 
very late in arriving here from the 
Sound yesterday, the delay being occas- 
sioned by the rough weather. Not hav- 
ing many passengers or much freight for 
Victoria the steamer remained over 
three hours in Port Townsend awaiting 
the subsidence of the gale. After the 
30th inst., the steamer will run on an 
entiiely new schedule, mid will leave 
here at 8:30 o'clock in I lie morning, in- 
stead of that hour at night. 

MA K INK NOTES. 

Though late in arriving yesterday, the 
Rosalie brouglit the biggest number of 
passengers she hah yet carried to Victo- 
ria, there being -Hi in all, including the 
Schilling minstrels. She remained over 
in Port Townsend longer than usual, an- 
ticipating an abatement of the gale, but 
afterwards struck out and came through 
in good shape, though her hatchways 
were more than once broken in. 

H.M.S. Satellite arrived in the Straits 
yesterday evening, having come up 
from South America under sail. The 
Pheasant, which is now in Ksquimalt, 
will weigli anchor at 7 o'clock this 
morning, having received orders yester- 
day to tow the disabled vessel into port.

Victoria Should Not Discard the Offer 
of (Jabinei: Kepieseiitation. for 
British Columbia 



At the meeting of the Spring Ridge 
electors on Thursday evening the speak- 
ers strongly endorsed Hon. Mr. Prior 
and the meeting unanimously decided 
to pledge their support to secure his re- 
turn at the polls. 

Mr. E. A. Lewis, who followed Hon. 
Mr. Prior, said they were engaged in a 
contest on which hung momentous is- 
sues. They had been offered now what 
British Columbia had been striving for 
for years — Cabinet representation. To- 
day they had Hon. Col. Prior a cabinet 
minister, a privy councillor and con- 
troller of inland revenue. It would he 
madness now to let this opportunity 
pass away of electing him. Why did 
they want a cabinet minister'.' They 
wanted one to keep British Colum- 
bia's interests to the front and to 
bring before the people of the Mast our 
great natural resources and our indus- 
tries. Turning to the school question, 
he went on to describe the history of the 
appeal. The Dominion government had 
done nothing to prejudice their side of 
the case, and the mountain the oppo- 
sition had been trying to build up would 
melt away and some means will be found 
to make everything harmonious. Re- 
ferring to the condition of Canada under 
the Liberal regime of 1S7-1-7!), he quoted 
from official figures to show how that 
period compared with the Conservative 
regime 1889-94:

The protective policy inaugurated by 
Sir John Mardonald had done much for 
Canada, and the country to-day was 
more prosperous in proportion to her 
population than any other part of the 
world, 

Mr. E. Crow Baker said it had gone 
abroad that he took little interest in the 
campaign and was lukewarm, but he 
could assure them that he had come to 
this meeting at considerable inconveni- 
ence to himself to show that he was not, 
afraid to express his opinion. Instead 
of being, lukewarm, he was here to say 
most emphatically that he was with 
Hon. Mr. Prior root and branch. (Ap- 
plause.) He had the courage of his con- 
victions on the school question, which 
had been put so plainly and truthfully 
before them by Col. Prior. It was un- 
mistakable that the minority of Mani- 
toba had the right of appeal, and there 
was not a parallel between Mani- 
toba and this province. The people of 
Victoria wculd be children of puerile 
ignorance if they did not return 
Col. Prior to Ottawa when British 
Columbia was at last offered a cabinet 
minister. They had to regard this Man- 
itoba school question in ttie light of an 
agreement. It was there and it had to 
be regarded as such. The constitution 
of any province was an agreement be- 
tween the province and the Dominion, 
and it did not, take a lawyer to tell them 
that if one clause was put aside the 
whole agreement was vitiated. It would 
have been better if the opposition, in- 
stead of opposing Col. Prior, am! drag- 
ging in the Manitoba school question, 
had accepted the inevitable and shaken 
hands over the fact that the province 
wns to have cabinet representation. 
It would be suicide not to elect, Col. 
Prior, who would fill the seat in the 
cabinet with honor to himself, with 
credit to the province and to the satis- 
faction of the people generally. Ever 
since confederation, British Columbia 
had claimed tiiat she was entitled to 
representatim in the cabinet. Now 
thev had the opportunity of having that 
wish fulfilled by electing Col. Trior. In 
conclusion, he remarked again, with 
emphasis that he was with his old 
friend and colleague, Col. Prior, " tooth 
and nail." (Applause.) 

Mr. Thos. Earle, M.P., said he had 
been very much pleased with what Col. 
Prior had said and fully approved of ii ; 
he also fully approved of the position the 
Dominion had taken "ii the school ques- 
tion and gave them his hearty support. 
He agreed with Mr. Baker 'that this 
question had been wrongfully dragged 
into the election. It was n suicidal 
Stand that the opposition had taken 
when a cabinet position had been offered 
British Columbia. He was proud that 
the honor had fallen on a Victorian in 
the person of Col. Prior. By being in 
the cabinet Col. Prior would be in a 
position to do very much for the pro- 
vince. He would say from his own ex- 
perience in parliament that there was 
no man in the House of Commons who 
could do more work and accomplish 
more than Col. Prior. There was no 
more popular man with the Conserva- 
tive party, and no man who would net 
better support from the Conservative 
side. He was sure Col. Prior would 
acquit himself with credit to himself 
and the province. It behooved every 
man who bad the interests of the pro- 
vince at heart to keep the opposition at 
the coining election from emerging from 
the position they had occupied for many 
years past. Let every man see that his 
neighbor went to the polls, and so roll 
up a big vote for Col. Trior. (Applause.i 

Mr. R. P. Rithet, M.P.P., havinu been 
called to he platform, said lie had come 
to see bow the people of Spring Ridge, 
from whom he hail himself met such a 
kindly reception when he appeared be- 
fore them in his own behalf not so long 
ago, would treat Col. Trior. He 
wns more than pleased with the 
reception Col. Prior had met with. Col 
Prior had been manly and fair in his 
statement of the school question. It 
would he very wrong to set aside the 
agreement that Manitoba had made 
with the Dominion at Confederation. 
For many years past British Columbia 
had been asking for Cabinet representa- 
tion, and he hoped that, when the vote 
for Col. Prior was counted it would show 
the Dominion in no uncertain way bow 
much they appreciated wlmttho Govern- 
ment had done in placing this position 
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in the bands of a British Columbian. 
(Applause.) Although business was 
now depressed be was sure that there 
was evidence of a movement that would 
give Victoria and British Columbia such 
development as they had never known 
before. It. was a country well worth 
with development and any expense in 
that direction was well worth it. There 
were the great Kootenay mining districts, 
Alberni's bright possibilities as a gold 
field and the other rich resources of the 
provinces coming to the front, and it 
was important to have some one in the 
Dominion government who understood 
our position and coidd advocate our 
cause. He hoped that the electors 
would on polling day show the Liberals 
such a determination to support tint 
Dominion government that the oppo- 
sition would be afraid again to face 
them. (Applause.) 

Mr. Herbert Cuthbert was only too 
pleased that it was on an occasion of 
this kind that be addressed a political 
meeting for the first, time in this pro- 
vince. Kefering to cabinet representa- 
tion be was surprised to see people in 
Victoria opposing what was a great ad- 
vantage to Victoria and a great honor to 
British Columbia. There was no doubt 
about it that if the British Pacific was 
to be built it must be largely through 
the help of the Dominion. The Con- 
servative policy was the only policy for 
this country , and the more he looked in- 
to the methods of the Liberals, the more 
firmly he became fixed in this opinion. 
The school question had been more 
clearly put before them by Col. Prior 
than ever before. This school question 
had been drawn over the trail like a red 
herring by the opposition and he be- 
lieved that Col. Prior's speech would 
have more effect in turning votes to the 
Conservative side than anything he had 
heard. He hoped the Victoria people 
would see it was no use to take oil' your 
nose to spite your face, and both sides 
should see that by returning Col. Prior 
the province would secure the prece- 
dent of cabinet representation for Brit- 
ish Columbia. He had been told by 
some strong supporters of Mr. Temple- 
man that this contest had been forced 
upon him by a section of the Liberal 
party. If that was so the people should 
show that section of the Liberal party 
in Victoria that they would not reject a 
cabinet minister just to please the spite 
of a small party of Liberals. (Applause.) 

Mr. Thos. Haughton bad for the last 
twenty years always voted for the Con- 
servative party, but he had some doubts 
at fhst this time how to east his vote. 
He belonged to a denomination that be- 
lieved firmly in religious freedom ami 
that no man should be coerced. If 
the Liberal party had laid down a 
position on which be could have voted 
lie would have cast his vote for them. 
The Liberals were claiming that the 
government was going to coerce Mani- 
toba, but it was yet unsaid what the 
measure was that the government were 
going to bring down. If they tlitl coerce 
Manitoba, then it was time enough to 
vote against the government. Had 
Laurier been straight forward and hon- 
est, he would have said what he was 
going to do. He did not, however, and 
that was the reason he (Mr. Haughton) 
could not cast a vote for Ihe Liberal 
party. Under the circumstances, too, of 
the present by-election, they should 
elect Col. Prior, for if in the past they 
had had cabinet representation it would 
have done away sooner with several 
causes of friction between the province 
and the Dominion, such as the salmon 
fishery troubles, for instance. Besides, 
to elect a cabinet minister for British 
Columbia would settle the question that 
B. C. was entitled to cabinet repre- 
sentation for all time to come. 
This cabinet representation was offered, 
not lor a bait, but to fulfil the Premier's 
promise that as soon as there was a 
cabinet position to fill, British Columbia 
would get it. To reject it now would be 
to tell the rest, of the Dominion that 
British Columbia did not, want 
cabinet representation. Whilst Mr. 
Templeman said to-day be was opposed 
to coercion, was there anything to show 
that if his party was in power the ques- 
tion would be more fairly dealt with 
than by the present government? Turn- 
ing to the question of free trade, lie said 
he could not, see that the province could 
ever got ma.mfacturies without protec- 
tion, ami, therefore, he believed in pro- 
tection. While pursuing- a protective 
policy, however, the government had 
judiciously lowered t he duties on food 
products, so that to-day the people had 
what was the greatest cry of t he free 
traders in England— "a free breakfast 
table." Speaking of Victoria's position, 
as the Liverpool of the Pacific 
be pointed out how transpacific com- 
munication 1 and a transcontinental rail- 
road bail been brought about, under a 
Conservative government. To-day Vic- 
toria was what Liverpool was to the 
Atlantic, and there is a prospect that 
instead of '.'COOt) Victoria would have a 
population of 150,000. With the British 
Pacific and the steamship lines Victoria 
would occupy a position never imagined 
by the most sanguine. The knell that 
sounded in January (; would, be felt, be 
the knell that would sound in the 
general elections. If Col. Trior was 
elected it would have a greater effect 
than anything else. The rest of the Do- 
minion were looking at this election 
with keener eyes than ever before to see 
how the election would go. Would Vic- 
toria turn its back on the Conservative 
party and begin the down grade in 
British Columbia? He concluded by 
calling on the electors to turn out at the 
polls and cast their votes fur Col. Trior. 
(Applause.) 

Mr. II. Dallas Helmcken in rising to 
propose, seconded by Mr. Snider, that 
" we pledge our support to secure the 
return of Hon. Mr. Prior on January 0," 
saiil that the one and only rea 1 question 
thrt Victoria should look at was whether 
we were going to have cabinet repre- 
sentation for British Columbia. It was 
not the time for party warfare; but Vic- 
toria should show the Dominion that 
she appreciates what has been offered to 




British Columbia. They would thus 
show themselves loyal to the best in- 
terests of the province and the city by 
voting for Col. Prior. 
The motion was unanimously carried.

A BY-LAW TO LICENSE AND REG- 
ULATE MILK VENDORS. 



'flTHERKAS it is deemed expedient in the 
interest and health of the City of Vic- 
toria that all milk vendors shall be licensed 
and the sale of niiik regulated : 

He It therefore enacted by the Municipal 
Council of the Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria as follows:— 

1. All dairymen and vendors of milk shall be 
licensed. Any person or persons selling, or 
ottering for tale, or disposing of any milk or 
cream without lirst having obtained a license 
so to do under tho provisions of this by-law, 
shall be deemed to be guilty of an offence and 
punishable as hereinafter provided. 

2. Every dairyman or person wishing to sell 
milk in the City {of Victoria shall make writ 
ten a;. plication to the Sanitary Inspector for a 
permit for a license so to do; such application 
shall be in the form "A" hereto annexed, and 
shall contain the following information: - 
The name and address of tho applicant, the 
source or sources from which lie obtains his 
supply of milk, and a written agreement. In 
the form "11" hereto annexed, signed by tin 
fanner, dairyman, farmers or dairymen, fron 
whom lie obtains his supply of milk, stating 
that he is or they are willing that his or theh 
farm or farms, cows, food, and water sltpplj 
shall be Inspected from time to lime by tin 
Medical Health Ollieer and I lie Sanitary In 
specter of the City, or by either of them. 

3. mi the above requirements being com 
plied with by the applicant, and on the Suni 
tnry Inspector being satisfied with the Inspec. 
lion of the premises, cows, food, and water sup 
ply, be shall grant to the applicant a permit, in 
the form " C " hereto annexed, for a license to 
vend milk in the City. 

4. Every applicant, on obtaining such per- 
mit, shall register his name and address with 
the Treasurer and Collector of the Corporation, 
and thereupon, and upon payment of the fee 
hereinafter mentioned and the production and 
delivery of such permit as aforesaid, the said 
Treasurer and Collector is hereby authorized 
to issue a license in the form hereinafter men- 
tioned, 

5. Such license shall l.e in the form "I>" 
hereunto annexed, and shall expire on the 15th 
day of January ln each year, unless previously 
cancelled by the Board of Health of the said 
City, and the said Treasurer and Collector 
shall be authorized to demand and receive for 
the use of the Corporation a fee of twenty-live 
cents for each license issued as aforesaid . 

Ii. A list of the registered and licensed milk 
vendors of the said City shall be. at least once 
a year, posted in Fome conspicuous place In 
the City Hall for public information, 

7, The licensee shall comply with all the 
Clauses of the "Health By-law" for the time 
being of t he City, 

8. The licensee shall have placed In a con- 
spicuous place on every wagon or vehicle from 
which milk issold the name of the llcenree and 
the number of the owner's license, and on 
every milk ean from which milk is sold the 
name of the farmer, dairyman, or person who 
supplied the milk to the licensee, 

'.I. The licensee, in the event of his obtaining 
any milk from any other fanner, dairyman, or 
person than those mentioned in his applica- 
tion, shall before doing so Inform the Sanitary 
Inspector, ami shall produce to the Sanitary 
Inspector a consent in writing in the form " II " 
hereunto annexed, signed by such farmer, 
dairyman, or person, that he will allow his 
premises, cows, water, and food supply to he 
Inspected by the Medical Health Officer and 
Sanitary Inspector, or either of them, during 
such time as he may so supply the licensee. 

10. The licensee shall forfeii his license and 
l.e subject to tho penalties of this by-law if at 
any time he sells, or offers for sale, milk ob- 
tained from a farmer, dairyman, or person who 
refuses to sign such last-mentioned consent, or 
having signed, refuses to have his premises, 
cows, and food supply inspected by the Mcdlcai 
Health Ollieer and Sanitary Inspector, or either 
of them. 

11. All milch cows and cow-byres or sheds, 
and all dairies or other places at which milk 
is sold or kept for general use shall be subject 
to the inspection of the Medical Health Ollieer 
and Sanitary Inspector, or either of them. And 
all such places as aforesaid shall be kepi and 
conducted so thai the milk shall not contain 
any matter or thing liable to produce disease, 
either by reason of adulteration, contamina- 
tion with sewerage, absorpt ion of disease germs, 
infection of cows, personal uncleanllncss, or 
any other recognized cause, and upon such 
condition being broken the license maybe re- 
voked by the Board of Health. 

12. Each dairyman or rails: vendor shall 
comply with the various clauses of tho" Health 
By-law" by giving notice to the Board of 
Health of any cases of contagious animal dis- 
eases occurring amongst his cattle or from any 
cattle on the farm from which he obtains milk, 
or of any contagious disease named i:i the 
" Health By-law," in his family, or in the farm- 
house or snop at which or In which the milk 
is either sent or received. 

13. No milk that bus been adulterated, or 
Hint bus been reduced or changed by the ad- 
dition in' water or oilier substance, or by the 
removal of cream, nor milk known ns swill 
niiik, inn- milk from cows or other animals fed 
upon a distillery slop, starch factory products, 
garbage, or other iikc substance, nor any butler 
or cheese made from any such milk shall be 
brought into, held, kept, or oll'ered for sale at 
any place in the City of Victoria, bin skimmed 
niiik may lie sold as such if contained in cans 
bearing upon their exterior the words "skimmed 
milk," placed conspicuously in letters not less 
than two (2) inches in length, and served In 
measures alto similarly marked. No person 
shall supply such skimmed milk unless such 
quality of milk Is asked for by the purchaser.

plained because Thomas MeGreevy is in 
the parliament to which " the People's 
Jimmy " lias just been elected. He said 
next that the government " have offered 
Col, Prior a post that nobody else would 
have." 

He then took up the Manitoba, school 
question , giving his version of the history 
o( the matter from the beginning, in- 
terrupted only by his own remark as he 
tmk a deep draught of water, " I find it 
pretty tough work running a windmill 
without water." (Hear, hear.) He 
took credit for having helped, when lie 
lived in Manitoba, to putGreenway and 
Martin where they are, and told how 
they promptly introduced the coercive 
legislation of which the minority 
have for five years complained. 
He alleged that the minority 
are asking to have "mission schools" 
established in the prosperous communi- 
ties in place of the lirst-class public 
schools now in existence; that they 
want an absolute return to the system of 
187:1, and not the remedial legislation 
which lie says the provincial government 
have been willing to give of their own 
accord, lie also saiil that it is because 
t lie Roman Catholic authorities '' want 
to escape taxation," and " want to keep 
the people under their thumb " Unit, 
they would not accept the remedial 
legislation offered, but have appealed to 
Ottawa for " coercion." 

" This cabinet appointment " was the 
Alderman's next topic. He did not 
share the feelings of those Liberals who 
said that Col. Prior should not be op- 
posed when he offers for re-election as a 
cabinet minister, because he felt it 
would only be submitting the Colonel to 
the disgrace attaching to the Dominion 
government. He then told how high- 
minded all the people on the other side 
are, and how they appeal not to the 
prejudices, but to the reason and intelli- 
gence of the people. 

THE CANDIDATE IN DOUBT. 

Mr. Wm. Templeman, the candidate, 
did not know whether to feel grateful or 
otherwise to the two speakers who had 
preceded hirn. He felt he had little to 
add to what they had said. He remind- 
ed those present that he resided " pretty 
near here," and was therefore glad to 
see a cood meeting. He felt also that 
there is "something in the air," 
and especially felicitated the Lib- 
erals on the 'election of ''Jimmy" 
McShane — " Hon, James McShane, a 
strung man it is true," he described him. 
He considered that Mr. McShane's elec- 
tion shows that the Catholics, who aie 
overwhelmingly strong in Montreal 
Centre, have unlimited confidence in 
Mr. J. miner's position on the school 
question, and for himself he felt that it 
will be very quickly settled when Mr. 
Lauder gets » chance to put his concilia- 
tory policy into effect. He did not 
think that "the school question would 
be settled at the coming session of par- 
liament, but felt convinced that for many 
years to come it will form an issue at the 
elections, fie believed that the true 
policy for this country would be, were it 
possible, strictly non-sectarian schools, 
but admitted that that is not now the 
question, lie took the same stand as 
Mr. Lauricr, that the province has the 
sold right to legislate on this question, 
and hence declared his intention, should 
he be elected in preference to Col. Drier, 
to oppose the legislation proposed by the 
Dominion government in pursuance of 
the decision of the judicial committee of 
the privy council. For further particu- 
lars as to his views on the subject he 
rceferred his audience to the speech 
of Mr. Rod well at the theatre, to 
be printed for general circulation. 
Mr. Templeman next dealt with the 
contributions by this province to the 
Dominion treasury and the returns re- 
ceived, and predicted bankruptcy if the 
discrepancy continued. He expressed 
gratitude to everyone who has helped 
him in ibis campaign, particularly to 
his committees, ami confidence that if 
they will keep up their enthusiasm to 
the end " ior once an opposition mem- 
ber will he sent to Ottawa." In three 
or four months he would have to seek 
re-election, and they might give him a 
trial for that short time, at the end of 
which he would content to retire if he 
bud not satisfied them. However, even

city in the opposition interest he would 
fight the general elec tion just as strong- 
ly as he would light on the present occa- 
sion. 

Mr. Archer Martin discussed the 
school question from the standpoint of a 
lawyer on behalf of Manitoba. He also 
alleged that the Dominion government 
has ordered the re-establishment of the 
system of separate schools which has 
been found to be inefficient; and de- 
clared this was because the French 
Roman Catholics of Quebec had threat- 
ened the government. 

Mr. William Marchant rose simultane- 
ously with such a general exodus that 
he at once announced he would not 
speak even for one minute, but would 
move a resolution. Then he proceeded 
for many minutes denouncing the Do- 
minion government in the strongest 
words in the vocabulary, and proclaim- 
ing himseif irreconcileably opposed to 
the re-election of Col. Prior. He denied 
everything which has been said on 
behalf of that gentleman, even the 
assertion of Hon. Dr. llelmcken that " a 
bird in the hand is worth two in the 
bush." He sought to make capita) 
against Col. Prior out of the post oflice 
trouble of lust year, alleging that only 
the people on the opposition side sympa- 
thised with the carriers ; and he sneered 
at Mr. H. P. Kithet for.as he said, "taking 
Col. Prior under bis ami." He declared 
that " Col. Prior does not care a tinker's 
curse whether it's a cabinet min- 
ister or anything else; he wanted the 
'" 000 and" he got it," and felt greatly 
shocked that Col. Prior had accepted 
the cabinet position, lie ne 
attacked the Lieutenant-Governor for 
having incidentally been the means of 
promptly bringing out the facts respect- 
ing the position offered to Col. Prior. 
He then moved his resolution declaring 
the approval by the meeting of the can- 
didature of Mr. Templeman. 

The Chairman put the resolution, ask- 
ing that, "all in favor say 'aye.'" 
"Aye," duly and vociferously respond- 
ed the Liberal sympathisers, and the 
Chairman forthwith remarked "carried 
unanimously," without waiting to hear 
from the other side— the "vote" thus 
being made to harmonize with the ad- 
dresses of the evening.

MAKING TOYS. 

The Art l>i"n«'<'iiilinir From One Goneratlor 
to Another in St. Ulrleh. 

Miss Amelia B. Edwards, inher"TJn 
trodden Peaks, " mentions many an in- 
teresting visit tothe homes of the work- 
ing pci plu of Si. Ullrich, where so many 
toys are made 

In one bouse, runs the account, wo 
found an old, old woman at work, Mag- 
dat-ua Paldatif by name. She carved 
cats, dogs, wolves, slice]), goats and ele- 
phants. She lias made those six animals 
her whole lite long, and she has no idea 
of how to cut anything else. She makes 
them m two sizes, and siio turns out as 
nearly as possible a thousand of them a 
year. 

She has no model or drawing of any 
kind to work by, but goes on steadily, 
unerringly, using gouges of different 
sizes and shaping out her cats, dogs, 
wolves, sheep, goats and elephants with 
an ease and an amount of truth to na- 
ture that would be clever if it were not 
utterly mechanical. Magdalena Paldauf 
learned from her mother how to carvo 
those six animals, and her mother hud 
learned, in like manner, from her grand- 
mother. Magdalena has now taught the 
art to her own granddaughter, and so it 
will go on being transmitted for gener- 
ations. 

In another house Miss Edwards found 
the whole family carving skulls and 
crossbones for fixing at the buses of 
crucifixes, for the wood curving of Qrod- 
ner Thai is religious in its nature as 
well as am using. In other houses thcro 
were families that carved locking horses 
or dolls or other toys, and in still other 
houses: there worn families of painters. 

In one house wo found about a doz- 
en girls painting gray horses with black 
points. In another house they painted 
only red horses with white points. It is 
a separate branch of the trade to paint 
saddles aud headgear. A good hand will 
paint 12 dozen horses a day, each horse 
being about a foot in length, and for 
these she is paid 55 soldi, or about 2s. 3d.
